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WHY WE DISLIKE “NAGGERS” 


In yesterday's article 1 dizeussod the reason why nagging is not 
an civective way of influencing human behaviour and pointed out that 
the negative suggestion piven in -nagesng serves to male us keep 
on behaving as we heave been beheving. In today s article, 1 am going 
to-po on with the discussion and will tell you the reason why we 
dislike the person doing the nagging. If you do not belicve that such af the 
dislite ig active during the time the nagging process 1s going ony» the in 
watch your reaction the next time sumeone nags al you and I am oe 
sure you will find that at that moment your primary reaction is one ini 
of aislike. ; s. 

The principal reason why we dislike the one who nigs at us. is Mira 
that ke is interfering with the idea of ourse.ves as perfect which ho are 
we are holding up. Every one has a secret ideal of the kind of person Wilson 
he wants to be snd the man who shatters that ideal is the man who fesent 
will loce our liking. We dislike the nagger chiefly because he is ifteni 
pointing out cur faults. We prefer to hold to the mental picture shools 
and the probable reaction.is that we, on our part, dislike him for ren 
it. Such dislike is a very common human occurrence. Eveiy time that ‘nsing- 
some one tries to interfere with this mental ideal that you have for 
yourself by the humiliating process of putting the spotlight on your 
worst points, you will react by dislike. Because the nagger tears! 
down our self-esteem, we react in the way human beings have reacted 
in like situations for man, thousends of years-—we react by not liking 
him. If you, want to change that rule of human behaviour, putting 
a different reaction in place of the one of dislike, then you will first 
have to change human nature. e 

When we are continually nagged about any certain topic, in time, 
we become “toychy” on the subject. Por us, that particular subject 
is a subject that is emotionally “ioaded”— loaded in such a way that 
we react to it in an exaggerated manner. We become markedl¥ 
antagonistic toward further suggestions along the same line. This is 
oue ef the most noteworthy responses to nugging: this reaction - of 
antagonism to further efforts to change us in any particular regard. 

{i is unfortunate but true, thet those who were brought up‘in 
the’midst of nagging become naggers themselves. We repeat the 
feeling habits, and behaviour patterns which we learned early in 
childhood. As children, probably we disliked being nagged at, vet 
Upon becoming parents, it is very easy to resort to nagging. We 
carry on the same old behaviour patterns, revardless of whether ‘it 
is effective or ineffective, when judged by results. : 

Nagging does not obtain devirrble results and the sooner we 
learn to put a better method of influencing others, in place of the 
nagging method, the better off we will be. We mast learn that 
nagging accomplishes nothing—that the only way to change the way 
a human being acts is to change his desires. When a different desire 
is born, then the previous faulty behaviour may change overnight. 
As an illustration, let us imagine a young lady who has been nagge 
at for about 15 years because she is untidy in appearance. As ‘soon 
as she meets a young man in whom she becomes interested, it sud- 
denly becomes very important to her to appear as well as possible. 
She has 2 new desire—the desire to look as beautiful and as attrgc- 
tive as she possibly can. The new desire will accomplish more inva 
day than nagging accomplished in 15 years. at 

We can change people only as we change their desires. We éan 
influence them and persuade them only as we understand their desites 
and work with those desires, or introduce new desires. Desire is*far 
more pow’rful than nagging. c
